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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's election without traverse of Fig. 4 species with readable claims 1, 2, 5, 7-10, 
13 and 18 in the reply filed on 12-20-2006 is acknowledged. 

Upon careful review of the elected claims, it is determined that claim 9 does not read on 
the elected Fig. 4 species because the subject matter as recited in claim 9 only appears in the 
non-elected Fig. 1 and Fig. 5 species. Accordingly, claim 9 is withdrawn from further 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected species. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The specification does not provide subtitles for the various sections it contains. 

Appropriate correction is required.

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Balch(US 
1,459,710). 

The patent to Balch teaches the structure of a watch as claimed including a civil time 
display means e, g and i, solar time display means d, f, and h, and means of correction, as 
described in lines 54-82 on page 3, of the display means, characterized in that the means of 
correction are arranged in such a way as to allow a relative manual desynchronization of the civil 
time and solar time display means, and in that it further comprises means for displaying the 
desynchronization. See Fig. 1 of Balch for the display of the two different time displays and the 
use of a second dial i for displaying the desynchronization of the civil time and solar time. With 
respect to claim 2, the solar time display means comprises a solar time hand f performing one 
revolution in twenty-four hours. With respect to claim 8, Balch teaches in Figs. 2-7 the means of 
correction of the equation of time as recited. 
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Claims 5, 7, 10, 13 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an Examiner's statement indicating allowable subject matter: 

With respect to claim 5, the particular structural requirement of the civil time display 
means and the solar time display means with their relative placement in combination with the 
rest of the watch structure as claimed is not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

With respect to claim 7, the particular structural requirement of the solar time hand as 
defined in combination with the rest of the watch structure as claimed is not taught nor suggested 
by the prior art of record.
